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NEW YEAR HEALTH 
MESSAGE ISSUED

SENIOR councillors have is¬ 
sued a blunt New Year mes¬ 
sage to health bosses - sort 
out this Future Fit mess now. 

The Future Fit programme is look¬ 
ing at Shropshire’s health set-up. 

But the programme was bogged down with 
delays in 2016 and leading councillors serving 
Oswestry and Welshpool say it is vital crunch 
decisions are taken in 2017. The main sticking 
point is whether the county’s A&E department 
should be sited at the Royal Shrewsbury Hos¬ 
pital or the Princess Royal Hospital at Telford. 

Shropshire’s hospitals chief waded into the 
row last week, warning of the dangers of “fight¬ 
ing among ourselves” and to demand that public 
consultation begins now. Simon Wright, the man 
in charge of both Royal Shrewsbury Hospital 
and Princess Royal Hospital, Telford, warned 
infighting will play into the hands of “out-of- 
county groups that would love to take more ser¬ 
vices into their cities”. 

His warning was this week 
echoed by community lead¬ 
ers serving the Oswestry 
and Welshpool areas. Vet¬ 
eran Shropshire Councillor 
I David Lloyd said: “What we 
I need is a New Year resolution 
I that this will be sorted out, 
| quickly. The consultation 
so far seems to have been a 
complete waste of time and 
effort. It seems that bureau¬ 
cracy is out of control. We need a decision made 
and then stuck to.” Welshpool Mayor Steve Kaye 
said: “It’s high-time things move forward, years 
have been wasted, millions of pounds have been 
wasted. It’s time we had some decisions.” 

Shropshire Councillor for St Martins Steve 
Davenport said: “There have been public meet¬ 
ings across Shropshire and Mid Wales and yet 
now we seem to be back at square one. What has 
been the point of all that time, effort and money 
if no decision was made?” 

Shropshire Council Deputy Leader and Whit¬ 
tington Councillor Steve Charmley said: “We’re 
all sick to the back teeth of talking about this, 
it’s about time they get on with it and sort it out. 
It’s been going on for far too long.” 

The councillors’ pleas come after members 
of Shropshire’s two Clinical Commissioning 
Groups (CCG) rejected the NHS Future Fit 
board’s recommendations last month. 

The Future Fit review had recommended hav¬ 
ing one A&E serving Shropshire and Mid Wales 
at Royal Shrewsbury Hospital. The Princess 
Royal Hospital’s A&E would be downgraded 
and its Women and Children’s unit would also 
be moved to RSH. All six panel members from 
Shropshire CCG voted for taking the plans to 
public consultation - but the six members rep¬ 
resenting Telford & Wrekin CCG voted against. 

It means the plans were rejected, no public 
consultation will yet take place and the matter 
will be referred back to the Future Fit board for 
further work.

Family urges people to make important resolution

A FAMILY is urging people to make a New 
Year resolution to sign up to the organ dona¬ 
tion register to help children like their son 
survive. 

Oliver Harrison spent last year like any 
other eight-year-old, playing football for his 
school team and signing up to sports clubs. 

Yet three years ago he was seriously ill with 
heart failure, unable even to walk 10 yards by 
himself. In August 2013, he was flown by pri¬ 
vate jet to the specialist Freeman Hospital in 
Newcastle for a heart transplant. 

His mother, Emma, says that thanks to the 
generosity of a family facing the ultimate tra¬ 
gedy of bereavement, Oliver has been given a 
new heart and a new life. Now she is asking 
everyone to make their resolution this year to 


sign up to the organ donor register. “It is a 
New Year’s resolution that you cannot fail,” 
she said. “Once you are on that register you 
have fulfilled your resolution. Talk to your 
family so they know your wishes.” 

Emma said that the chances of organs being 
used are incredibly slim. 

“Three people a day die waiting for a trans¬ 
plant, which is a dreadful statistic,” she said. 
“The more people who are on the register the 
more lives can be saved. One donor can save a 
number of lives. 

“There is not a day goes by that I don’t 
think of our donor’s family and how grateful 
I am that, on that early morning, when they 
were facing their very worst time of their life, 
they make the decision that gave Oli a new 


life. Nothing could be done to save their loved 
one but they could do something to save some¬ 
one else. 

“If they had not made that decision we 
would not have spent this Christmas watch¬ 
ing Oli playing football and enjoying the 
school holidays, we would have been visiting 
a grave.” 

She said her son had a lifetime of medica¬ 
tion and health checks ahead of him but said 
that every day was a miracle. 

She added: “His younger brother Harry 
loves playing with Oli and looks up to him 
and as a family we can all have fun together.”

Massive dragon 
project is set to 
take step forward 

WORK could start on a landmark giant 
80ft Welsh dragon sculpture this year, it 
has been revealed. 

Simon Wingett, the man behind the 
ambitious proposals to build the land¬ 
mark near Chirk, was speaking after 
councillors voted unanimously to grant a 
five-year extension to the planning per¬ 
mission so it could go ahead. 

A crowdfunding scheme will now get 
under way in a bid to raise the lion’s 
share of the £2.5 million needed to make 
it a reality. 

Mr Wingett, 60, said he was relieved 
to have gained the planning permission 
extension. 

He said the move meant he would be 
able to crack on with the project - and 
was excited about the task in hand. 

“It’s going to be a landmark to rival 
the Angel of the North, Christ overlook¬ 
ing Rio de Janeiro, the Eiffel Tower,” Mr 
Wingett said. 

“This is on the historical gateway into 
Wales which the Romans built. 

“The viewing platform is 40ft off the 
ground, so you will have wonderful views 
over the Welsh Marches, the Shropshire 
plain towards Shrewsbury and Wrekin 
and beyond. The whole project is £2.5 mil¬ 
lion and we can now finalise the details 
for our crowdfunding campaign which we 
hope to raise in excess of £1 million. 

“If all goes to plan, we are hoping to go 
on site this year.”

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Maternity unit is dosed 
because of lack of staff

MATERNITY units in four Shrop¬ 
shire towns, including the unit 
serving Oswestry, were forced to 
close overnight due to a lack of 
staff. 

Oswestry’s midwife-led unit was 
forced to close overnight on Thursday 
last week. The unit is based at Oswest¬ 
ry Orthopaedic Hospital. 

Ludlow’s unit closed for the same 12- 
hour duration on New Year’s Eve into 
New Year’s Day. The closures follow sim¬ 
ilar overnight ones at both Bridgnorth and 
Shrewsbury from Christmas Day into Box¬ 
ing Day. 

Campaigners concerned about the fu¬ 
ture of the rural midwife-led maternity 
units have taken it as a sign to be further 
concerned about their long-term pros¬ 
pects. There are now campaign groups in 
Oswestry, Ludlow and Oswestry calling for 
guarantees that the units will be funded 
beyond April. 

But health bosses said the situation was 
simply due to “short-term staffing issues” 
with no bearing on the units’ futures. 

Liz Grayston, leader of the Save 
Oswestry Maternity Unit campaign, said 
there was “no room at the inn in Shrop¬ 
shire this Christmas”. 

She said: “What on earth are the risks 
around this? We’ve heard they had to take 
midwives away from the other units to staff 
Telford but surely they have a responsibil¬ 
ity to ensure safe services at all our mater¬ 
nity units, and to employ enough midwives 
in the first place. 

“Apparently the midwife-led units in 
Shrewsbury, Oswestry, Bridgnorth and 
Ludlow have suddenly become standby 
staffing agencies for Telford. This is com¬ 
pletely unacceptable.” 

Anthea Gregory-Page, deputy head of 
midwifery at Shrewsbury and Telford Hos¬ 
pital NHS Trust, said each of the closures 
was temporary due to short-term staffing 
issues. She said all women from 37 weeks 
to 42 weeks pregnant who had chosen to 
give birth at the units had been contacted 
directly to inform them and offer them a 
different location to give birth. 

If any of them had any complications 
overnight they would be referred to the 
delivery suite in Telford, through the reg¬ 
ular triage system, she said. She said: “We 
would like to apologise for any inconven¬ 
ience these temporary closures may cause.”

He said: “On January 6 the panto will be 
raising money for the Rotary charities while 
on the Saturday funds will go to the Mental 
Health Research charity.” 

The Saturday night is being supported by 
staff at Park Issa Vets in Oswestry who are 
also selling tickets. Mr Room said the cast 


and backstage volunteers includes many 
long-standing panto members and also sev¬ 
eral newcomers and young members of the 
cast. “The panto has been written by panto 
regular, Tony Pepper and is full of local ref¬ 
erences and puns,” he said. 

Ticket prices have been pegged down 
to just £5 for adults and £2.50 for chil¬ 
dren. They are available from Park Ave¬ 
nue Stores in Oswestry or by telephone on

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Have a go 
at setting 
the budget 

POWYS residents are being given a 
chance to comment how the county 
council reduces spending by £22m 
over three financial years with an on¬ 
line budget balancing exercise. 

The online consultation exercise 
runs until January 15 and sets out 
a range of options that could be used 
to generate savings over the coming 
three financial years. 

Residents can show their support 
for services by increasing or decreas¬ 
ing funding support and seeing the 
impact on the service and council’s 
overall budget. 

Councillor Wynne Jones, Cabinet 
Member for Finance said; “The coun¬ 
cil has to produce a balanced budget. 
This is an opportunity for residents to 
see the challenges we face and show 
their support for service areas by al¬ 
locating money to one area balanced 
with a reduction from another. 

“We introduced the budget simu¬ 
lator last year using projected figures 
for a three year period, this time we 
are looking at the period 2017/18 to 
2019/20 and showing the impact of a 
decisions on the overall budget. There 
will be elements that look familiar to 
residents but the exercise will help 
the council identify priorities for the 
coming years.”

Knifepoint robbery 
at store is denied 

A MAN has appeared in court to deny 
robbing an off-licence in Oswestry at 
knifepoint. 

Carl Cowans, from Newtown, 
pleaded not guilty to robbery and pos¬ 
session of a bladed article when he 
appeared at Shrewsbury Crown Court 
on Tuesday this week. 

The plea in court comes after a 
man wearing a hood walked into the 
Boozed Up store in Salop Road in 
Oswestry on November 21 last year 
and threatened the cashier with a 
knife. 

The man escaped with nearly £500 
in cash and cigarettes. 

Cowans, who is 35 years old and 
from Garth Owen in Newtown was 
remanded in custody by Judge Jim 
Tindal until a trial, which was set for 
April 18. 

The trial is expected to last two 
days. 


Town council demands 
fairness on day centres

WELSHPOOL Town Council, 
which has taken on the running 
of the town’s day centre, has 
demanded fairness from Powys 
County Council after its cabinet 
voted to give other centres in the 
county a reprieve. 

Town Clerk Robert Robinson said it 
is unfair for residents in Welshpool to 
pay for a service that is provided else¬ 
where in Powys. 

There were fears that the centres in 
Newtown, Llanidloes and Machynlleth 
could have been shut down as part of Powys 
County Council’s cost cutting measures, 
but the council’s cabinet has now decided to 
keep all day centres open until a full review 
has been undertaken. 

Extra money will now be made availa¬ 
ble in 2017/18 to allow day centre activity 
to continue in existing localities while an 
early intervention service is trialled and 
evaluated. 

In 2015 Welshpool Town Council stepped 
in to run the town’s Westwood Day Centre 
when centres across Powys were initially 
threatened with closure. 

Mr Robinson said: “It’s nice to hear that 
the day centres will still be here for those 
who need them, and from where we’re 
standing it makes no odds to us because 
our day centre is safe but it just seems un¬ 
fair that our taxpayers are paying for some¬ 
thing that’s being provided elsewhere. 

“It’s an issue of fairness, so we’re look¬ 
ing to have a discussion with Powys County 
Council as to how fairness can be achieved.” 

This year’s accounts show running the 
town’s day centre is costing taxpayers 
£34,000 a year, while a grant is also pro¬ 
vided by the county council. 

Despite the stay of execution being given 
for the centres, Mr Robinson has urged the 
public and other councils to take the news 
with caution. 

“This really is just a delay, Powys County 
Council is wanting town councils to take on 
the service, so I would advise councils to do 
so before it’s too late because if they don’t 
it’s likely the centres will all be phased out 
by 2019,” he said. 

Powys County Council is now expected 
to continue to talk to town and community 
councils who have shown an interest in 
partnership arrangements for funding or 
management of day services.

Roundabout funds 'should 
«spent on dualling A5'

MONEY being spent on planned works to improve a busy rounda¬ 
bout should instead be used to dual the A5, it has been claimed. 

Councillor Ralph Cooper, chairman of Weston Rhyn Parish Council, said 
he and fellow parishioners believed dualling the A5 should be prioritised over 
works that are due to be carried out on the Gledrid roundabout, near Oswestry, 
this month. 

The £700,000 scheme will involve widening of the A5 to the north and southbound 
approaches, widening to the A5 northbound exit, carriageway resurfacing, footway con- 

- struction, removal and replacement of the 

existing signing and lining, removal and 
installation of lighting columns, as well as 
drainage and vegetation clearance. 

Councillor Cooper said he believed any 
funds that are available should be spent on 
transforming the A5 into a dual carriage¬ 
way from north of Montford Bridge to Rua- 
bon across the North Wales border. 

He said: “Honestly I do think the work 
planned is a waste of money, like the work 
on the Mile End Roundabout was. I worry 
that the works will cause the same prob¬ 
lems as the improvements on the Mile End 
Roundabout did, which many people still 
struggle with now because the lanes are 
much too narrow. 

“If a lorry’s on the roundabout the same 
time as you, it takes up two lanes, so you 
do have to hang back.” North Shropshire 
MP Owen Paterson, who has campaigned 
for 20 years to see the A5 dualled, said the 
works on the roundabout were needed, but 
reiterated the call for the improvements 
to the A5. Transport minister John Hayes 
will visit Mr Paterson to see the road for 
himself. Roads approaching the Gledrid 
roundabout will be affected between 9pm 
and 6am from January 26 through to June 
2 for the works to be carried out on the 
roundabout and nearby roads. 


Work 'will 
cut delays' 

WORK to improve a busy roundabout that 
will result in six months of overnight clo¬ 
sures will cut delays and reduce collisions, 
Highways England has said. 

The organisation responsible for main¬ 
taining and improving England’s motor¬ 
ways and major roads have insisted the 
planned improvement works on the Gledrid 
roundabout, near Oswestry, starting this 
month, will benefit road users. 

James Wildman, spokesman for High¬ 
ways England, said: “We are looking to 
introduce a safety scheme at the Gledrid 
roundabout next year. 

“We’ve already improved the Mile End 
roundabout by widening the approaches to 
cut delays and minimise collisions and our 
works at Gledrid will also improve motor¬ 
ists’ journeys. 

“The A5 is being looked at as part of an 
ongoing process and we’re taking all views 
on board.”

Nursery is 
improving 
standards 

A NURSERY in the grounds of a college 
has found to be making “significant im¬ 
provements” after being rated inadequate 
last year following an Ofsted inspection. 

Footsteps Nursery, at North Shropshire 
College in Oswestry, recently received a 
monitoring visit from Ofsted and the local 
authority. 

The visit took place following an inspec¬ 
tion in September when the nursery was 
rated inadequate in all areas. 

The nursery team has announced the 
latest visit went well, with improvements 
witnessed by inspectors. 

The nursery said investment has been 
made in terms of improving the indoor and 
outdoor space and resources needed. 

They also said the management team 
at the college had taken a more direct ap¬ 
proach to supporting the management of 
the nursery and the procedures and pro¬ 
cesses that are essential. 

A new designated special educational 
needs officer is in place. 

Bev Jackson, student services manager 
at the college and new college lead for the 
nursery, said: “The manager and staff at 
the nursery have worked extremely hard 
in the past few weeks and we have put in 
place a robust post inspection action plan 
that is working extremely well. 

“This visit is a fantastic outcome for all 
those involved.” 

The nursery will be the subject of a full 
re-inspection by Ofsted in the spring. 


iidered as essential on safety grounds, given 
their proximity to the canal. They are 
crucial in case of an emergency as mobile 
phone signal in the area isn’t always up to 
scratch and also you have to remember, not 
everyone has a mobile phone. 

“You also have to bear in mind, those 
that do have mobile phones know they’re 
not always reliable. As well as problems 
with signal, the battery could die or the 
phone could get cut off if the bill hasn’t 
been paid. 

“Not so long ago we had someone on a 
canal boat, who had someone with them 
that had fallen ill and they didn’t have 
any mobile phone service, so knocked on a 
nearby door. 

“Thankfully someone answered but what 
if that had happened during the middle of 
the night? This is why these phone boxes 
are essential.” 

Councillor Bright said the pay phones 
were particularly valuable for walkers and 
boaters enjoying the area’s waterways. 

The other pay phone included in the 
consultation is the one situated on Station 
Road but parish councillors have agreed for 
its removal due to limited use and it being a 
target for vandals. 

When the consultation was announced 
in October, Shropshire Council said while 
some communities will find that a pay¬ 
phone is of little or no use to them today, 
it encouraged careful consideration because 
the removal of the facility will be perma¬ 
nent. The announcement comes following 
a series of closures in recent years. A num¬ 
ber were taken out of use in February in 
2015, although a number of communities 
kept their red boxes including Bushmoor 
and Acton Scott near Church Stretton, 
Easthope at Much Wenlock, and Prees and 
Ightfield near Whitchurch. 

As the local planning authority, Shrop¬ 
shire Council has the right to object to the 
removal of phone boxes in any particular 
area. It is also able to demand that the 
physical structure of a kiosk be kept, even 
if the phone is removed, particularly if the 
box is of a traditional red design. 



Abseiling contractors do their daredevil work to clean up the aqueduct 


ABSEILING contractors made their way 
70ft down an historic aqueduct to give it a 
spruce up. 

Work to remove unwanted vegetation 
from the crevices of Chirk Aqueduct, which 
carries the Llangollen Canal between Eng¬ 
land and Wales, has been carried out by 
Glandwr Cymru, the Canal & River Trust 
in Wales. 

Specialist harnessed contractors carried 
out vital maintenance work to remove veg¬ 
etation which has taken root in crevices of 
the Grade II listed structure. 

Using trowels and other hand tools, the 
team dug out ivy, moss, weeds and even 
young saplings which, if left unchecked, 
could have damaged masonry on the im¬ 
pressive 200-year-old aqueduct. 


The work is part of a wider Canal & River 
Trust project to protect heritage structures 
along the Llangollen and Montgomery ca¬ 
nals this winter, including the magnificent 
Pontcysyllte and Chirk aqueducts. 

Constructed by the famous canal engi¬ 
neer Thomas Telford between 1796 and 
1801, Chirk Aqueduct is a masterpiece of 
civil engineering. 

Measuring 70-foot high and 710-foot 
long, the aqueduct carries the Llangollen 
Canal across the Ceiriog Valley near Chirk, 
on the Shropshire/Wales border, spanning 
two countries. 

The aqueduct consists of ten arches, each 
with a span of 40ft. 

The water level is 65ft above the ground 
and 70ft above the River Ceiriog.

BREEZE ABOUT 
TOWN 


We are living in the Informa¬ 
tion Age I am reliably informed 
by those in the know - so why 
as we enter 2017 are areas of 
Shropshire and Powys still a 
wasteland for broadband con¬ 
nectivity? 

The Connected Nations report 
from Ofcom describes lOmbps 
as the internet speed that is re¬ 
quired to meet a typical house¬ 
hold’s digital needs yet 27 per 
cent of Powys homes and 14 per 
cent in Shropshire are still unable 
to achieve such speeds. 

Around seven per cent of 
Shropshire homes are unable 
to access even 5mpbs connec¬ 
tions, while about three per cent 
can’t get 2mbps, facts that are 
completely unacceptable in an 
age when connectivity is a ne¬ 
cessity and no longer a luxury. 

Governments on both sides of 
the border have failed to deliver 
on promises to ensure universal 
access to fibre broadband with 
some devastating results for 
many rural businesses, unable to 
compete with rivals from areas 
with better connections. 

Whether it’s helping to drive 
businesses, provide study op¬ 
portunities for our children or to 
simply stay in touch with family 
and friends around the world the 
people of Shropshire and Powys 
deserve better. We must contin¬ 
ue to press for a better service 
and if that means badgering our 
MPs, AMs and councils for sup¬ 
port then let’s get on with it. 

“What’s going on with mid¬ 
wife-led maternity units in Shrop¬ 
shire? Oswestry’s renowned unit 
saw an overnight closure over 
the Christmas holiday period 
with similar moves happening 
at Shrewsbury, Ludlow and 
Bridgnorth. 

Health bosses say there are 
no concerns about the long-term 
future of the units and blame the 
overnight closures on simple 
short-term staffing issues but 
there’s an old saying that there 
is no smoke without fire which 
might just apply here. 

Which is why I was delighted 
to see campaign groups across 
the region calling for guarantees 
that the units will be funded be¬ 
yond April 2017 and assurances 
that “No Room At The Inn” signs 
will not be reappearing. 

I’m 100 per cent behind new¬ 
ly announced proposals from 
Transport Minister Andrew Jones 
to allow learner drivers to get be¬ 
hind the wheel on motorways.

Powerful arguments for

KAREN COMPTON reports 
on new proposals to 
change the name of the 
Welsh Assembly 

A CONSULTATION on changing 
the name of the Welsh Assem¬ 
bly has been launched by Pre¬ 
siding Officer Elin Jones. 

The power to change the name is 
part of a series of extra responsibil¬ 
ities being handed to Cardiff Bay as 
part of the UK government’s Wales 
Bill. 

Ms Jones said the assembly should ei¬ 
ther retain its existing name or change to 
Senedd or Parliament. 

A name change would help inspire the 
“confidence, trust and pride” of the peo¬ 
ple the assembly serves, she said. 

AMs agreed in July that the assembly 
should change its name, inviting the pre¬ 
siding officer and the commission to con¬ 
sider the implications. 

Ms Jones rejected the suggestion that 
consulting on a name change amounted 
to AMs “navel-gazing”: 

“Most AMs are not spending their time 
discussing the name,” she said. 

“They’ve been actively involved in 
scrutinising government on education 
results this week. 

“This is just a part of what we’re doing 
to build this place into a proper parlia¬ 
ment, to scrutinise those very issues 
about performance in the health sector, 
performance in education.” 

A consultation document said the as¬ 
sembly commission - the body of senior 
AMs that run the affairs of the organisa¬ 
tion - wants the name of the institution 
to contribute to a wider public under¬ 
standing of its role. 

Changes to how devolution works - 
with new law making powers conferred 
on AMs in 2011 through a referendum

and the separation of the Welsh Gov¬ 
ernment - “have created a rather 
blurred picture about where power and 
accountability in Wales now lies”, it 
reads. 

It cites an opinion poll in 2013 which 
suggested 69 per cent of those surveyed 
knew less than a fair amount about the 
role of the assembly. 

“Through the range of engagement 
programmes undertaken by the assem¬ 
bly we know that the people of Wales do 
not currently fully grasp the role and 
the powers of the National Assembly 
for Wales,” the document said. 

There have been calls made for the 
assembly to be renamed the Welsh 
Parliament for a number of years, with 
Welsh Conservative leader Andrew RT 
Davies saying in 2012 the assembly was 
a parliament “in all but name”. 

Mr Davies said recently it was time to 


brand the assembly “as a proper Welsh 
parliament - strengthening the distinc¬ 
tion between legislature and executive, 
while giving it the accolade the people 
of Wales afforded it in the 2011 referen¬ 
dum”. 

The Welsh language word Senedd is 
currently used to refer to the building 
that houses the assembly chamber. 

The word is also used in Welsh to 
refer to the UK Parliament. 

Under the proposals, assembly mem¬ 
bers would be renamed if the assembly 
changes its name. 

If the assembly became the Senedd, 
AMs would become Members of the 
Senedd (MS). 

There are many options suggested 
if the name changed to Parliament of 
Wales, or Welsh Parliament. 

The consultation document proposes 
Member of the Parliament of Wales 


(MPW), Wales Parliament Member 
(WPM) or Member of Senedd Cymru 
(MSC), which is the Welsh translation 
of Welsh Parliament. 

The spring of 2018 is the earliest that 
a bill to change the name of the assem¬ 
bly could be passed, the consultation 
document says. 

The consultation on the name of the 
assembly was launched on Thursday, 
December 8 and it will end on March 3, 
2017.

I hope all readers of the Chron¬ 
icle have enjoyed the first few 
days of 2017, and not broken 
their New Year resolutions al¬ 
ready! 

I begin this column in a contra¬ 
ry way. Despite negative predic¬ 
tions in the media, I think 2017 is 
going to be a good year. Not that 
I thought 2016 was a bad year. 
I believe we will eventually look 
back on 2016 as the year the 
people decided not to do just 
what the establishment dictated. 

In both the UK and US, they 
exercised their democratic right 
to do the unexpected. That’s 
what genuine democracy is 
about. In 2016, individuals, ex¬ 
ercising their democratic right 
through the ballot box, delivered 
real change.

Much the worst event in 2016 
was the civil war in Syria and the 
appalling military strategies of 
the Syrian Government and Rus¬ 
sian military in Aleppo.

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WHAT EXACTLY ARE OUR DUTIES AS TRUSTEES OF 
A DISCRETIONARY TRUST? 

Q: My childless Uncle has set up a Discretionary Trust to benefit his nephews and nieces and has appointed me and my sister as Trustees. The Trust consists of 
an investment portfolio and two buy to let properties administered by a property management company. As Trustees, what are our duties? 

A: As Trustees you and your sister have a duty to maintain the assets within the Trust for the benefit of the beneficiaries. The investment portfolio should be in 
your names and the investment management company should report regularly to you on the portfolioa€™s performance, though you can and should manage the 
investments within the Trust as if they were your own. 

The properties within the Trust should be registered in your names with the Land Registry, and a restriction should be entered reflecting that the property is held 
within a Trust. This protects the asset for the beneficiaries. If the properties are generating rental income you should be registered with the property management 
company as the owners and you should set up a separate Trustees bank account to receive the rental income, to keep it separate from your own personal finances. 
The Trust should be registered with HM Revenue and Customs for Self-Assessment and any income tax due on the rental income can be paid from the Trustees 
account. 

As well as managing and maintaining the assets of the Trust your responsibilities as Trustees include familiarising yourselves with the Trust document, confirming 
who the beneficiaries are to be and ensuring the beneficiaries are treated equally and fairly. You must exercise reasonable care when managing the affairs of the 
Trust and take all precautions which an aCceordinary prudent man of businessaC would take.

“So I suggested by that point in Tim’s recov¬ 
ery he could be able to leave the unit and get 
married there. My registrar colleagues came 
and took their details. After that I was allo¬ 
cated to officiate their wedding.” 

Tim, from Gloucestershire, and Dorleta’s 
wedding rings were engraved with the October 
date so they didn’t want to postpone the cer¬ 
emony. 

“We had spent a year planning our marriage, 


albeit in Dorleta’s home town in Spain,” said 
Tim, who suffered his injury earlier this year 
when he was knocked off his bike by a lorry.

Ornamental stone shows 
a 13th century monk

AN ornamental stone portraying 
the face of a smiling abbot sat 
for years in Meryl and Jerry But¬ 
ler’s home in the Ceiriog Valley. 

The monk looked benignly on as 
family and friends enjoyed parties at 
their home and then kept his eye on 
staff and customers when the stone 
was moved to their business, Seventh 
Heaven antique beds in Chirk. 

But when they decided to ask Llangollen 
Museum curator to have a look at the stone 
they were amazed by her response. For 
Gillian Smith realised that what she was 
looked at was something really special. 

Her hunch has been confirmed by the 
University of Chester and historians who 
say the stone may be a gravestone por¬ 
traying the effigy of Hywel, a 13th-century 
Cistercian abbot from Valle Crucis Abbey, 
Llangollen. The couple’s son, Tony, who 
now owns Seventh Heaven, said the effigy 
was now on permanent display in Llangol¬ 
len Museum. “My parents discovered him 
years ago in an auction at the Wynnstay 
Hall estate in Ruabon in the mid-1990, 
after Lindisfarne College, which owned 
the Hall, closed down. They were restor¬ 
ing a beautiful medieval and Tudor house 
in Glyn Ceiriog at the stone sat perfectly 
in the house.” Professor Howard Williams 
from Chester University said: “I realised 
we were looking at a unique monument. 
Inscribed effigies are rare indeed. There is 
only one other comparable example of an 
incised effigy, from Rhuddlan, and while 
there are a large collection of medieval 
grave-slabs from Valle Crucis Abbey, with 
many on display in the abbot’s house there, 
none have an inscribed effigy.”

Safety plea 
over sale of 
mini-motos 

WARNINGS have been issued about 
the dangers of motorbikes, mini-mo¬ 
tos and quad bikes. 

The community safety team of Mid 
and West Wales Fire and Rescue Ser¬ 
vice said that many of the machines 
were being sold over the internet 
through social media pages over the 
Christmas period. 

It said there have been several 
tragic cases, in the UK and overseas, 
of children being killed or seriously 
injured while riding quad bikes or mi¬ 
ni-motos. 

Mark Davies, watch manager, said: 
“It can be often tempting for parents 
to purchase these machines for their 
children as they can be found very 
cheaply on local swap-shop sites or 
selling pages. 

“However, they are powerful ma¬ 
chines and can reach speeds of up to 
60mph making them extremely dan¬ 
gerous in the hands of children or ad¬ 
olescents.” 

He said the road safety charity, 
Brake, was calling for a law banning 
children from riding mini-motorbikes 
or trail bikes, and a law restricting 
quad bike use to older children on 
certified tracks.

THEATRE staff at Oswestry’s Ortho¬ 
paedic Hospital have been presented 
with a special award in recognition 
of their teamwork during a patient 
emergency. 

A multi-disciplinary team at the 
hospital had to leap into action when a 
patient went into cardiac arrest in the 
anaesthetic room ahead of a planned 
surgical procedure. 

Thanks to the calm response of the 
team, the patient was stabilised. They 
were subsequently transferred to an¬ 
other hospital, where they sadly died 
in intensive care. 

But Amanda Peet, divisional man¬ 
ager for theatres, said that should not 
detract from the professionalism and 
expertise demonstrated by staff to give 
the patient the best possible chance. 

Their efforts were recognised with 
the presentation of a Chairman and 
Chief Executive’s Commendation. 

“Thankfully, it is a very rare event 
indeed for a patient to go into cardiac 
arrest in theatre,” said Ms Peet. “De¬ 
spite this being so rare, however, all 
the theatre team, surgeons and anaes¬ 
thetists worked together like clock¬ 
work to handle the situation they were 
presented with.” 

Frank Collins, trust chairman, 
said: “As a specialist orthopaedic hos¬ 
pital, events of this nature are very 
rare indeed in our theatres, so it is 
to the immense credit of this group 
of individuals that they responded in 


the manner in which they did. Some 
might even say that they went above 
and beyond the call of duty to support 
this patient and I have no doubt that 
this is the case. However, their actions 
were entirely in keeping with what I 
would expect from our dedicated staff. 


I am proud of them, and they should 
be so proud of themselves. This award 
is very much deserved.” 

Mark Brandreth, chief executive, 
added: “This is only the second time 
we have given out a commendation 
of this nature, but we felt we had to 


recognise in a very public way this 
demonstration of exceptional team¬ 
work. 

“Our values really shone through 
in the conduct and professionalism of 
this group and I thank you all for your 
efforts.”

The team, which was awarded 
Centre of Excellence status earli¬ 
er this year, teamed up with Mus¬ 
cular Dystrophy UK to put on the 
fun day at The Venue at Park Hall 
near Oswestry. 

More than 50 children and adults 
from across the West Midlands at¬ 
tended the event, which gave children 
a chance to meet Father Christmas, 
and families the opportunity to meet 
each other and speak to expert neu¬ 
romuscular specialist health profes¬ 
sionals and members of the Muscular 
Dystrophy UK team. 

Claire Bassie, neuromuscular ad¬ 
vanced nurse practitioner, said: “We 
are delighted to have been able to 
work with Muscular Dystrophy UK 
and provide such a fun day out for all 
the families. We really hope we can do 
this something like this again soon. 

“Events like this are important as 
it helps families realise they are not 
alone, and to be able to discuss their 
individual situations with like-minded 
people who really know and under¬ 
stand what they are going through.” 

The event, which was free to attend 
for all the invited families, included 
a festive lunch and activities for the 


children. Entertainment included a 
magician and face painting, as well 
as that much-anticipated visit from 
Father Christmas. In addition there 
were mince pies and Christmas songs 
and families from across the region got 
into the festive spirit together.

CO-OPERATION between the 
Welsh government and High¬ 
ways England could bring the 
dualling of the A5 and A483 
through Shropshire and the bor¬ 
ders a step nearer. 

Cross border MPs and a Welsh gov¬ 
ernment minister have pledged to 
work together for major road improve¬ 
ments in the region. 

They could be helped by a recent traffic 
count which showed that of the traffic on 
both trunk roads more than 10 per cent 
was heavy goods vehicles. 

The MPs for North Shropshire, Owen 
Paterson, Clwyd South, Sue Elan Jones and 
Wrexham, Ian Lucas, met the Welsh roads 
minister Ken Skates recently. 

They told him of the problems of the two 
roads and their importance in the UK’s 
strategic roads network. 

The A483 is the main north/south arte¬ 
rial route through Wales while the A5 be¬ 
tween Shrewsbury and Ruabon is the only 
single carriageway stretch of road between 
Europe and Ireland. 

Mr Paterson has been campaigning for 
the A5 to become a dual carriageway for 
many years and has been promised a visit 
by the British transport minister, John 
Hayes, to Shropshire. 

“I have had some very positive feedback 
about the potential to dual the A5,” he said. 

“Having the Welsh government well and 
truly behind improvements to the A5 and 
the A483 would be immensely helpful to 
the push for dualling.” 

Mr Paterson added: “Welsh Minis¬ 
ter, Ken Skates told us that he would do 
everything in his power to get Welsh money 
for improvements on the border and it was 
extremely helpful to have the support from 
the Welsh MPs.”

Councillors 
air worries 
over store 
traffic plan 

A NEW supermarket is being built 
before worries over road access have 
been ironed out, it has been claimed. 

Oswestry Town Council has called 
for urgent talks with retailer Lidl and 
with Shropshire Council about the ac¬ 
cess to and from the store from the 
busy Shrewsbury Road. 

Councillors say they are worried 
that the traffic could cause major 
problems for motorists going into and 
out of the town centre. 

Lidl was granted permission for a 
store earlier this year subject to con¬ 
ditions which includes the approval of 
traffic management. 

But at the recent town council’s 
development and planning meeting, 
councillors were told that Lidl had 
still not had its highways design ap¬ 
proved. 

Councillors acknowledged that the 
car park plan includes spaces set aside 
for people visiting the neighbouring 
cemetery. 

But they said there were very dis¬ 
appointed that a site plan did not 
include an approved traffic manage¬ 
ment scheme, despite building of the 
store well underway. 

Mayor, Councillor Paul Milner, 
said: “We are very worried about the 
impact of the extra traffic this store 
will generate on this major access 
route into Oswestry. 

“There are worries that there could 
be hold-ups and dangers posed by 
traffic going into and emerging from 
the site which sits close to two busy 
junctions.” Town councillors are also 
calling for information on what plan¬ 
ning gain has come from the granting 
of planning permission for the super¬ 
market. It has written to Lidl and 
Shropshire Council asking for a site 
visit to discuss access and also to ask 
for the traffic design to got to a meet¬ 
ing of the north planning committee 
of Shropshire Council and not be de¬ 
cided by planning officers.

Water firm carries 
out work on pipes 


SEVERN Trent is investing about 
£140,000 to install new water pipes in 
Welshpool. 

The work means roadworks will hit 
the A483 bypass and the western ap¬ 
proach to the town. 

The water company says the work 
they do now will ensure the commu¬ 
nity has a reliable water supply for 
years to come. It was due to start this 
week with contractors carrying out 
three phases as part of the project 
which should last around eight weeks. 

Gareth Mead, from Severn Trent, 
said: “This is a really important pro¬ 
ject for Welshpool and will make sure 
people living there have a reliable 
water supply. 

“The first phase of our work will see 
a new water pipe installed beneath 
the A458 near to the nature reserve.” 

The whole project should be fin¬ 
ished by the end of February. 

Mr Mead said the water company 
would work as quickly as possible to 
complete the work but there will be 
some road restrictions required as the 
pipes are laid. 


Initiative aims to 
safeguard parks 


PARK users are being urged to fork 
out £36 a year to secure the future of 
Shropshire’s premier country parks in 
the wake of budget cuts. 

Under Shropshire’s Great Outdoors 
initiative residents are being asked to 
pay £3 a month towards a project to 
maintain and protect the spaces. 

The county’s parks cost around 
£300,000 a year to maintain, but 
Shropshire Council says it needs to 
raise money after government grants 
and council funding were reduced. 

The council looks after parks and 
heritage sites, including Severn Val¬ 
ley Country Park near Bridgnorth and 
The Mere at Ellesmere. Extra funds 
will help improve the rights of way 
network, habitat management and 
look after historic monuments. 


Ex-nip backs NASA plan 
to tackle asteroid threat

FORMER MP Lembit Opik has 
backed NASA plans for an inter¬ 
ceptor rocket to knock incoming 
asteroids and comets off course 
in a bid to protect Earth from Ar¬ 
mageddon. 

The former MP for Montgom¬ 
eryshire warns that if an asteroid 
hit Shropshire it would incinerate 
everything in its path. 

And he agrees with a NASA scientist who 
warned that the Earth is woefully unpre¬ 
pared for any such impact from a comet or 
asteroid. 

Mr Opik, who has long campaigned for 
action to protest the Earth from asteroids, 
said: “We are sleepwalking our way to Ar¬ 
mageddon. NASA is right - I have been 
banging on about this for 20 years, like my 
grandfather who was an astronomer, before 
me. 

“It may sound like sci-fi talk and a Hol¬ 
lywood movie but an asteroid has hit Earth 
before and it will happen again, I predict, 
within 80 years or so. 

“About 1,000 people were injured when 
a meteor hit Siberia in 2013 and if it had 
have been bigger, thousands of people 
would have died. But because it sounds like 
something from a movie, politicians have 
been treating it like a joke. 

“And in 1908 there was another impact 
in an unpopulated area of Siberia. 

“If we don’t do something soon millions 
of people could be killed and I probably 
won’t be here to say ‘I told you so’. 

“If Telford was hit, everyone would be 
incinerated within a radius out to Shrews¬ 
bury. Not doing anything is like hearing 
about a killer disease and not searching 
for a cure. We and the whole of civilisation 
could be next in line for extinction, it’s all a 
matter of time.”

She was introduced to the post¬ 
men and women pulledout all the 
stops to sort and deliver mail in the 
Oswestry area over the Christmas 
period. 

“At no other time is the hard 


work and dedication of postmen and 
women clearer than during the fes¬ 
tive period,” said Councillor Hartley. 

“I thank them for the extraordi¬ 
nary lengths they go to, to ensure 
Christmas cards and presents are 
delivered to loved ones on time - and 
for all they do year-round.” 



Probe into 
tragedy at 
aqueduct is 
continuing 

A HEALTH and safety investigation 
into a landmark aqueduct launched 
following a teenager’s death is con¬ 
tinuing. 

Teenager, Kris McDowell, died 
when he fell from Pontcysyllte Aq¬ 
ueduct in May last year. An inquest 
into the 18-year-old’s death has been 
adjourned until the autumn. 

After the tragedy the Health and 
Safety Executive launched an inves¬ 
tigation and in November issued an 
Improvement Notice. 

The Canals and Rivers Trust which 
is responsible for the structure ap¬ 
pealed against the notice. 

Jonathan Ludford from the Canals 
and Rivers Trust this week said: “As is 
normal in such incidents, the Health 
& Safety Executive is carrying out an 
investigation into the tragic death of 
Mr McDowell. We are helping them 
in any way we can. Our thoughts re¬ 
main with Mr McDowell’s family and 
friends. It would be inappropriate to 
comment further whilst the investiga¬ 
tion takes place.” 

Jack Rimmer from the Health and 
Safety Executive said: “I can confirm 
the appeal has yet to happen, as a re¬ 
sult we are unable to comment any 
further at this time.” 

It has also been revealed that the 
aqueduct, a World Heritage Site, 
which carries the Llangollen canal 
across the Dee Valley, is to be closed 
to pedestrians and partially closed to 
boaters at the end of the month to 
allow for repair works on the parapet. 

The towpath across the aqueduct 
will be closed for three weeks from 
January 30. 

The canal itself will be closed from 
Mondays to Saturdays from 9am until 
3pm. 

The trust has also warned people to 
be aware of any warning signage and 
fencing, and advised they are there 
for the public’s safety. The aqueduct 
is the longest and highest in Britain.

Funds boost 
'will still have 
little impact' 

A SMALL increase in Powys County 
Council’s budget for the next financial 
year will do little to ease financial pres¬ 
sures, a leading councillor has said. 

The transfer of homeless funding to the 
authority means it has more money in its 
pot for 2017/18. 

But leader, Councillor Wynne Jones, 
said it would make little difference and 
still leaves the county bottom of the 22 
Welsh authorities when it came to fund¬ 
ing. 

He has warned of a rise in council tax 
for the county’s residents, with the au¬ 
thority having to cut its budget by at least 
£22 million over the next three years. 

The council received a net increase of 
£170,000 for 2017/18 when comparing 
the final local government settlement an¬ 
nounced last month, compared with the 
provisional local government settlement 
from October. 

Cabinet Member for Finance, Council¬ 
lor Wynne Jones said: “The net increase 
is after allowing for a £207,000 Homeless¬ 
ness funding transfer, which was funded 
by the Department of Work and Pensions 
and is now funded as part of the local gov¬ 
ernment settlement. 

“The change is not significant enough 
to change what will be a challenging 
budget and leaves the county council as 
joint bottom of the funding table for the 
22 Welsh local authorities.” 

Councillor Jones said: “The increase 
will make little difference amid contin¬ 
uing Government austerity measures 
which continue to remove funding from 
public service bodies. 

“The council will therefore need to 
reduce spending by at least £22 million 
during the coming three financial years, 

2017 to 2020.” 

Consultation 
on road plans 

SHROPSHIRE Council has gone out to 
consultation over double yellow lines 
going down on and near junctions on 10 
roads around Oswestry town centre, as 
well as a longer restriction on the road 
leading to the local health centre and 
daytime restrictions on Morda Road near 
The Marches School.

One of top safest cars now even safer

The Subaru Levorg may be identified as a 
bit of an enigma in motoring circles but it’s 
a car that really can see where it’s going. 

Because one of the safest cars on our roads 
just got even safer thanks to the addition 
of EyeSight - Subaru’s advanced collision 
avoidance technology - and has become 
the company’s fifth model to score NCAP’s 
prestigious five-star rating. 

The Levorg Sports Tourer picked up the 
enigma label after Subaru revealed it would 
only be available in the UK as a 1.6 GT 
Lineotronic automatic diesel, instantly limiting 
the sales potential. 

But Subaru has always attracted the 
motorist interested in the best of both worlds, 
those demanding brilliant off-road abilities 
with high levels of safety thrown in. The 
Levorg answers all those demands and the 
brilliant Eyesight system takes things even 
further. 

EyeSight features six technologies to 
maximise safety: Pre-collision braking, pre¬ 
collision throttle management, adaptive cruise 
control, lane departure and sway warning, 
pre-collision steering assist, and lead vehicle 
start alert. 

While systems from other manufacturers use 
various sensor technologies such as camera 
and radar or microwaves, EyeSight functions 
purely optically with two camera lenses to 
the left and right of the rear-view mirror that 
together create a stereoscopic image. 

Pre-Collision braking can also reliably 
capture pedestrians in dark clothing in un-lit 
areas and when needed initiate emergency 


braking. Up to a speed of 28mph accidents 
can be completely avoided and the severity 
significantly reduced at higher speeds. 

And it really does work. I put the system to 
the test in a controlled indoor situation and 
soon discovered the benefits and the reasons 
why Subaru bosses claim the system has 
already resulted in a drop of 61 per cent of 
collisions when tested in Japan. 

To add to the safety package the Levorg also 
gets Subaru Rear Vehicle Detection’ system 
(SRVD) which alerts drivers to vehicles which 
are crossing behind. The package combines 
three technologies: Blind Spot Detection, 

Lane Change Assist and Rear Cross Traffic 
Alert, which detects vehicles passing behind 
when reversing out of a parking space. 

Equipped 

The 1.6 GT Lineartronic is priced at £27,495 
and comes equipped with a 1.6 litre DIT 
(Direct Injection Turbo) Boxer engine, which 
is celebrating its 50th Anniversary in 2016, 
and produces 170PS and 250Nm of torque. 
The engine is paired to a Lineartronic CVT 
(Continuously Variable Transmission). 

Levorg is also fitted with Subaru’s 
symmetrical All-Wheel Drive system; the only 
estate car with All-Wheel Drive as a standard 
feature at under £30,000. 

Standard features include Subaru Starlink; 
a 7.0-inch touchscreen infotainment, 
connectivity and navigation system, Subaru 
Intelligent Drive which allows the driver to 
choose between Intelligent mode and Sport 
mode to suit their mood or surroundings. 
Leather seats and trim, metallic paint, privacy 
glass and a rear parking camera. 


Levorg is based on the old Legacy platform 
and will surely attract the rural driver looking 
for a vehicle that works in all condition and 
surfaces but it lacks the ground clearance 
of the rest of the Subaru range so will be more 
at home on the school run than across the 
field. 

Inside there’s more than enough space for 
five with leg room to spare and a splendid flat 
boot area with folding seats to see volumes 
increase from 522 to 944 litres - enormous 


and easy to handle thanks to one-touch 
electronic buttons. 

As usual Subaru offer only a functional 
dashboard which I found quite refreshing 
after the often, mind-blowing technological 
developments on offer on today’s modern car. 
Effective and easy to find were some of the 
comments passed by passengers. 

Handling is as impressive as you would 
expect from a Subaru but this model lacks 
the performance to match. There’s a distinct 


lack of punch and limited torque and you 
really do have to work the engine hard to get 
up to speed. There’s a claimed top speed 
of 130mph and 0-62mph in 8.9seconds 
producing 39.8mpg on the combined cycle. 
Emissions are high at 164g/km which means 
the Levorg sits in VED Band G. 

You just can’t help feeling Subaru are 
missing a big trick in the UK by limiting 
availability to just one 1.6 Automatic offering. 
Time will tell.

MAZDA3 FROM £17,595 



There have been minor tweaks on the outside of the new Mazda3

YOU can’t knock Mazda for its honesty. 
Lined up side by side were the latest 
version of the company’s midrange hatch 
and the model it replaces. 

And both editions of the Mazda3 looked 
all but identical to the untrained eye. To the 
trained eye too, come to that. 

And Mazda agrees, siting ‘minor tweaks’ on 
the outside, amounting to little more than a 
different radiator grille and lights at the front 
and a bit more body coloured panelling round 
the back, instead of plainer black plastic. 

Inside, the changes run a little deeper, 
with smarter plastics on dash and doors. 

An electric parking brake replaces the older 
manual lever - but nobody uses either these 
days, do they? 

All versions of the new Mazda3 - available 
with two diesel and two petrol engines and 
in two body styles, Hatchback and (booted 
saloon) Fastback - are now quieter than 
before, thanks to added sound deadening 
and reduced knocking noises from cold or at 
low speed from the diesels. 

Dig deeper and you discover Mazda has 
been clever with the electronics, devising 
something called G-Vectoring Control, 
which minutely varies the power going to the 
front, driven wheels to keep the car tracking 
straighter, to the benefit of both feel at the 
wheel and passenger head-nodding comfort. 

Without an older car to try on the same bits 
of Scottish blacktop chosen for the car’s press 
launch, it was of course impossible to know 
how well this clever tech works. Ditto, how 
much quieter the newer model has become. 

Happily, that is no real problem. The Mazda3 
in its old guise was one of the best cars in its 
class, bringing the fight to the likes of the Ford 
Focus and VW Golf. 



Smarter plastics on dash and doors 


And it still is, with a continuing winning 
combination of good looks, decent 
performance allied to sometimes outstanding 
economy and a lot of kit for your money. 

Talking of which, the new car costs £200 
more than before, which will make almost no 
impact on your monthly payments. 

The vast majority of Mazda3s are sold as 
hatchbacks, which cost the same as their 
saloon siblings but are considered a mite 
more practical thanks to the big rear hatch, 
opening to reveal a sensibly sized boot 
beneath. 

Most of them will have petrol engines 
because most of this line of Mazdas are sold 
to private buyers, who don’t reckon the £1,500 
price hike to a diesel is worth it for the extra 
economy when they’re not doing business 
user mileages. 

Prices of the new range start at £17,595 
for a 2.0 litre SKYACTIV-G petrol SE Nav, 
which rather confusingly comes without 
satellite navigation, available for £600. It does 
come with 16ins alloy wheels, manual air 


conditioning, DAB radio, electric windows all 
round and heated and power folding door 
mirrors. 

Move to SEL-Nav, from £19,695, and you 
add parking sensors, heated front seats, 
cruise control, climate control and city brake 
support that brakes for you if you’re not 
concentrating and can stop the car before it 
hits something. 

Top of the Mazda3 tree is the Sport Nav line, 


from £20,645, which brings 18ins alloys, LED 
headlights, digital speedometer, keyless entry 
and a Bose nine speaker sound system. 

The two 2.0 litre petrol engines produce 120 
or 150 horsepower, with the diesels, of 1.5 or 
2.2 litres managing 105 and 150 horsepower 
respectively. 

Automatic transmission is available on some 
petrol and diesel models for £1,200. 

Trying the likely biggest seller, a hatchback 


120hp petrol version revealed a car that feels 
as nimble on its pins as something from 
a smaller class of car and which tackled 
Scotland’s bonny braes with something close 
to enthusiasm, helped along by a forgiving 
ride and gearchange that might have been 
lifted from the MX-5 sports car. 

This gentle reworking of Mazda’s mid-ranger 
keeps the car near the head of anyone’s 
shopping list.

COUNTY sports partnership Ener¬ 
gize Shropshire, Telford & Wrekin is 
looking forward to an exciting 2017 
after enjoying one of its busiest and 
most successful years yet. 

The expanding organisation, which has just 
taken on two new interns at its Shrewsbury 
headquarters, revamped its School Games 
county finals to take events to all corners of 
Shropshire for the first time in 2016. 

It also celebrated the 10th anniversary of 
its community sport ‘Oscars’ with a glittering 
awards ceremony at Telford’s International 
Centre, where the legendary Eddie ‘The Eagle’ 
Edwards was guest of honour. And its involve¬ 
ment in the county’s first ever ‘Inclusive Sport 
and Activity Roadshow’, coming on the back of 
the Team GB and Paralympics GB gold medal 
rush at the Rio games, was a huge success. 

Energize, based at The Guildhall in Frank- 
well Quay, promotes sport and active lifestyles,

and believes there is an activity out there for 
everyone, whether they see themselves as 
‘sporty’ or not. 

Marketing manager Tamsin Foster said: “In 
the last year Energize has helped local schools, 
community groups and voluntary sports clubs 
to access more than half a million pounds of 
funding to put on new or improved activities. 

“We have also organised two-day ‘Funda¬ 
mentals and Aquatics Skills of School Swim¬ 
ming’ courses completed by 47 primary school 
staff, recruited and deployed some 60 people 
through our Volunteer Academy, and signed 
up a further 87 people through our successful 
‘Women Make Coaching’ programme.” 

One of the biggest changes to the Ener¬ 
gize programme in 2016 was a revamp of the 
Shropshire Homes School Games county finals, 
for secondary schools. 

Instead of holding twice yearly events at 
Shrewsbury Sports Village, it was decided to 


stage six ‘mini festivals’ instead, giving other 
parts of Shropshire the chance to share in the 
action.

Among the winning schools were Thomas 
Telford, Shrewsbury High and Shrewsbury 
Academy, Lacon Childe of Cleobury Mortimer, 
Lakelands of Ellesmere, The Corbet from 
Baschurch, Ercall Wood of Wellington, William 
Brookes from Much Wenlock, and Southall 
School from Telford. 

The highest profile event of Energize’s year 
was the 10th anniversary awards in November. 

The Energize Awards recognise those in¬ 
volved in grass-roots sport or physical activity 
- from teams and individuals, to the volunteers 


and coaches who keep groups and clubs alive. 

Among the winners were Ellesmere Titans 
swimming club and its coach Alan Bircher, 
Andy Crozier from Lawley Running Club, 
Anna Overton of Bridgnorth Spartans FC, 
and Adam Summers from Astons Kickboxing 
Academy.

Energize 
also shared in the success of a Shropshire club 
which helps ex-offenders and at-risk members 
of society into sport and physical activity. 

A football project at Willowdene, a commu¬ 
nity rehabilitation centre near Bridgnorth - 
set up as part of the satellite clubs programme 
and run by Shrewsbury Up And Comers foot¬ 
ball club - was voted the best satellite club in 
the West Midlands, by Sport England. 

The first ever Inclusive Sport and Activity 


Roadshow was held across Shropshire in Sep¬ 
tember as part of the Inclusively Fit project, 
where Energize is a key partner. 

More than 80 sports and activities were of¬ 
fered by over 35 sports clubs and groups - from 
rowing in Shrewsbury to boxing in Albrighton, 
tai chi in Coalbrookdale and judo in Market 
Drayton, activities were laid on for people of 
all ages and abilities. 

Telford, Shrewsbury, Market Drayton, 
Oswestry, Much Wenlock, Church Stretton, 
Newport, Pontesbury, Broseley, Bishop’s Cas¬ 
tle, and Shifnal were among the towns and 
villages taking part.

Saints clean up that 
Ajax run of victories

IT was a momentous night for The 
New Saints who set a new world re¬ 
cord for successive wins with a 2-0 
victory over Cefn Druids. 

The victory extended the Saints’ winning 
run to a staggering 27 games in top-flight 
football - beating Ajax’s 44-year-old record. 

A first-half volley from Aeron Edwards and 
Jon Routledge’s sweet late strike gave TNS 
a second festive win against the Druids and 
sparked celebrations as they wrote their names 
in the history books. 

Since the start of the season, the Dafabet 
Welsh Premier leaders have now won all 21 
league games, plus six in three separate cup 
competitions. In those 27 wins, the Saints have 
scored 88 goals and conceded just 13. 

Their run eclipsed the previous record held by 
Dutch giants Ajax who racked up 26 top-flight 
victories in 1972, with their team including the 
legendary Johan Cruyff and Johann Neeskens. 

Having overcome the Druids at home on Box¬ 
ing Day, the runaway leaders followed up with 
a 2-0 success at the Rock to stay an imposing 
21 points clear at the top. The Saints now have 
their sights set on another landmark as they bid 
to overtake Celtic’s mark of 25 straight league 
wins, set during the 2003-2004 season. 

Warning 

And of course there is still the prospect of 
chasing a third successive domestic treble after 
sweeping aside all before them in recent years. 

Druids were up for the battle and delivered an 
early warning when Michael Pritchard fired wide 
in the second minute. 

Simon Spender then fed Ryan Brobbel who 
was expertly denied by Cefn keeper Mike Jones 
at his near post - one of several good saves from 
the home stopper. 

Adrian Cieslewicz then fired just wide of a 
Druids upright as Saints began to take control. 

Moments later Jones was alert to thwart Greg 
Draper at close range when he connected with 
Spender’s ball across the edge of the six-yard 
box. 

And in a frantic 30th-minute spell Alex Dar¬ 
lington hit a post, Spender’s rebound attempt 
was saved and Chris Marriott shot just wide. 

Finally the breakthrough came courtesy of a 
wonderful 35th-minute Edwards volley, the mid¬ 
fielder taking a touch to control the ball on the 
edge of the area before sending a swerving strike 
away from the diving Jones. 

Jordan Barrow headed wide for the Ancients 
as they sought an immediate equaliser while 
Druids striker Steve Blenkinsop headed straight 
at Saints stopper Paul Harrison. 

Routledge shot wide of the Cefn goal on 63 
minutes, but Jones saved the Druids once more 
when he pulled off a stunning one-handed stop 
from Cieselewicz. 

He then shut out Brobbel one-on-one, but was 
powerless to prevent Routledge setting the seal 
on an amazing record with a 25-yard strike five 
minutes from time.

THE New Saints may be stand¬

- now wants his side to keep the run going. 

“To win 27 games is a fantastic achievement, 
but we’re not finished yet and I have challenged 
the players to now take it into the 30s,” he said. 

“To break the record is surreal, we did not get 
a trophy for it, but it was a massive effort from 
everyone involved. We can’t compare ourselves 
with Ajax, but it is a wonderful achievement, 
something I never thought of to be honest. 

“Five more wins could see us win the league 
again. We’ve got the final of the Nathaniel MG 
Cup against Barry in a couple of weeks, and then 
there’s the Welsh Cup and the IRN-BRU semi-fi¬ 
nal with St Mirren. 

“We’ve now had a break. The players were 
given five days off. We’ll make sure we’re ready 
to go again when we take on Newtown on Jan¬ 
uary 14.” 

The Saints, a staggering 21 points clear at 
the top, now have their sights set on Celtic’s 25 
straight league wins set during the 2003-2004 
season.
